CLINTON, Tenn., Dec. 4. (UP) 
— School authorities shut down 
integrated Clinton High School to- 
day after a brutal attack on a 
white minister by segregationists 
and the federal, government asked 
for the arrest of persons interfering 
with Integration. 

A federal district attorney said 
in nearby Knoxville after a con- 
ference with Clinton officials that 
he had asked U.S. district court 
judge Robert L. Taylor to order 
the arrest of an undisclosed num : 
bcr of segregationists. '

Nothing Sacred 



I Ono of the duties of the Daily on the cempus It to 
give expression to the views of individuals and small groups 
who have something worth while to say, and no other way 
of expressing it. This can be done through letters to the 
Editor, through feature articles, through Ivory Towers, or 
through the Editorial comments. If there seems to be a

large enough body of opinion and a principle involved, 
then an editorial is employed as the best means of ex- 
pression. 

All sorts of institutions have come under fire this way, 
and we believe that any organisation should be able to 
meet such criticism, and not merely calMhe Daily names, 
end imply that the Editors are irresponsible and immature 
merely because -they express another viewpoint. 

A case In point is the recent furor that has arisen over 
certain "attacks" on RVC. The implication seems to be 
that this institution, even more than the SEC is above 
criticism. In the pages of the Daily, apparently, you can 
advocate free love, praise genocide, and support prostitu- 
tion. But* you can't criticise RVC. The RVC has begun 
to represent the peak of the cult of the /Sacred Cow', which 
can do no wrong. > 

. In case there is a feeling that RVC is being attacked 
•for the sake of attacking, let us add to the impression we 
tried to convey in another editorial. We like RVC. We 
think it is an admirably run institution. Its rules and regula- 
tions are more liberal than those of most womens residences 
Trie fees in relation to the facilities offered are absurdly 
small. All in all, RVC is an excellent deal for women stu- 
dents, and if anyone cares to submit an article on "RVC — 
Earthly Paradise", we would be only too happy to print it. 

1 But surely one of the strengths of such an institution 
and its^ supporters must be an ability to meet criticism and 
to keep an open mind. If there are complaints about RVC 
and the women students chose to use the columns of the 
Daily to express themselves, then that is their right. The 
Doily, as a free newspaper, retains the right to express 
opinions, and to try to represent every shade of. campus 
opinion.

It * Is to be granted that ideally 
a person who has not developed 
civic mlndedness which bids him 
cast his ballot should not in fact 
be urged to vote.

'Unfortunate' 

Sir: 

We consider the editorial in 
Monday's McGlll Daily entitled 
"Anti-Pool" to be the most unfor- 
tunate piece of writing to have 
appeared in those columns for 
some time. We say "most unfor- 
tunate""" for had its author used 
the simple expedient of *asklng 
those concerned with the pool the 
whys and wherefores of it, we arc 
'sure their questions would have 
boen satisfactorily answered, and 
they then would not have misrepre 
scnted the situation. 

We are not aware of all the 
plant "for extension ef the Univer- 
sity and the R.V.C which tho Board 
of Governors know when It ac- 
cepted' tho gift of our benof actor, 
but wo do know tho following per- 
tinent facts. 

The donor's personal interest 
was not Interested in providing 
facilities for the campus as a whole. 
His gift was anonymous and unsoli- 
cited. Hay we point out here, that 
if we want to contribute to the 
Community' Chest but not to tho 
Red . Cross (both of which are 
worthy of our help) lt ; is our pre- 
rogative; • - 

It has boon estimated that by 
I960, tho male enrollment of tho 
University will bo so largo that the 
Currlo pool will net bo able to 
accommodate any woman students. 
Even now, tho Physical Education 
staff Is hard put to fit In 1h« Ins- 
tructional swimming programme, 
Those participating in tho Water 
Show must have rehearsals at 
times which conflict with' meal 
hours, and consequently cramped 
athletic facilities are already de- 
moting R.v.C. operation procedure. 

The students which R.V.C. ac 
comodotes in McLennan Hall. are 
upper year students in Physio, all 
of whom have had one or two years 
residence in. ILV.C. The school of 
Physical and OccupoUonal Therapy 
is under the Faculty of Medicine 
and according to statutes, R.V.C. 
at present has no direct rcsponsl 
blliUes to anyone in Physio. We 
Imagine thatisteps will be taken in 
the future to make Physios legally 
a part of ILV.C. We know that 
their faculty looks forward to the 
introduction of course in hydro- 
therapy (not .given now through 
lack of facilities) with the cons 
traction of the pool. At present, 
the R.V.C. provides residence for 
Physios and intends to continue 
to do so. 

The College must build more re- 
sidence areas in the future and this 
fact is not ignored by the author- 
ities. However, people who are now 
b«lng refused admittance. are those 
whose academic quallficatlonsjre 
dubious or who applied too late In 
the year for their applications to 
be processed. Even so, there, are 
still being admitted to ILV.C. a 
substantially large number of per- 
sons each year who fail out or leave 
McGlll through lack' of interest. 
Obviously, R.V.C. is not yet refu- 
sing fully qualified students if it 
is still accepting people, who don't 
make the grade. When ILV.C. must 
refuse qualified students it Will 
need to add. more , roopvVbûf :thls 
will necessitate^ expansion' of other 
facilities, too (dining) kitchen, s'to- 
ir^gee^Tbejjpa^.'fr^^Irf^y.C, 
(locker rooms, athletic 1 offices) with 
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Arts and

; More than 2,000 Hungarian stu- 
dents have -now reached Vienna. 
Many of the students led the 
recent revolt and' lost all 'their 
belongings In their flight for free- 
dom. 

'' The World University Service, 
of which McGill is a member, Is 
making attempts to care for these 
students in their temporary living 
quarters and to help them to find 
permanent resettlement wherever 
they can.. 

; Several Canadian Universities 
have launched campaigns for funds 
and scholarships.
